Woman dies in snowstorm

An Owen Sound woman was 
killed as the first major snowfall of 
the year swept central Ontario with 
high winds Sunday causing at least 
50 highway accidents and continu- 
ous power outages across Grey- 
Bruce. 

Frances Bedford, 74, was killed 
in a two-car crash on Highway 10 
south of Shelburne about 3 p.m., 
provincial police say. 

She was a passenger in a car 
driven by her husband David Lloyd 
Bedford, 75. Snow was falling 



heavily, visibility was limited and 
the road was icy at the time, police 
said. Driving the other vehicle was 
James Bouley, 50, of Toronto. 

David Bedford was in stable con- 
dition in Dufferin Area Hospital in 
Orangeville this morning, a hospi- 
tal official said. 

“The whole area was just abso- 
lutely crazy/’ Sgt. Rick Sinnamon 
of the Mount Forest OPP Com- 
munications Centre said Sunday 
night. 

Sinnamon estimated weather 
caused at least 50 less-serious 
crashes between 1 and 10 p.m. in 



Grey and Bruce counties. 

“There were a lot of vehicles in 
the ditch,” he said, “and a lot of 
property damage accidents where 
people bumped into each other but 
there was nothing serious.” 

Th6 communications centre was 
swamped with calls from motorists 
checking for roads conditions Sun- 
day but police do not give out that 
information.
